Strikes have 
eccured in other nations before nos end their effects have been 
felt from Austrslia te Scotland and in the United States. In 
31] protability so long aa the present econcmic nineipies eb= 
tain, strikes «ill continve to reéecccur. There ig a certain sate 
iefaction derived by the etrikers from the wielding of rower 
thru strike even ae there is a source cf satisfaction to the 
Galt gist in the power cf prestice and accumulated wealth, 

The etrike which *26 Gaze on November firet, 1929 in the 
final analyrie reeclved iteelf into s demand for recognigien by 
the orerstors cf the coniitions which accerding to the rerort 
of the United States Geclogival Survey alliready existed. The 
minere demanded a definite thirty hour week with an inerenrse of 
“ngee comparable with the existing econeric conditions. They Telit 
the rerhere they did net ater to analyse csuees, thst uncertair ¥ 
aa to heure, exrensee, and the like slwaye leasens the rroducine 
capacity of men.

freedow of theught smi of _uttcrance, and arneaty for rolitica) 
and induatrial rricenere'! --To netition Congress for the redrese 
ef there srones i ieneiecomect for erpreeition to the rresent ine 


dustrisl order) ie futile, the Corvertion therefore dedicated 
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itself to work ‘fer the united action of all lskor that the 
rower of sclidarity may ineure victery in the fight for freedom'*. 
The millicn snd a half cf men which thie convention rerresented 
investigated the facte, faced the iseve ani deliberstely #ith 
the best judgment at their comeand took the first step tosards 
x Treturn tc American idesie. The effeets cf the war on the winds 
ef these men ig geen, af it ifs in al] places where laterers meet 
these days in the vrevealent desire for the arrlicaticn of fcree 
in the solution of a1} vitsl proklews. But the great eririt shich 
came cut of that Conference and swh¢ch sae further exzrnresved in 
the riatform prerounded in St. Louis by the "Committee of 48" ia 
the desire to maintsin ae ao pert cf cur national life those rrise 
Girles for which the wen of *76& cheee to die rather than to lose. 
The Kerdesat thing in thie shoie strife between Labor and 
Capital] fcr equity and juetice, is the conviction on the part of 
each rarticirant that the other ie very herd in ita attitude 
tewerds its orrenernt. Yet there are caritilists in the country 
who have a sare and whelesone underetanding of the relations of 
industry to good government. Horer L. Tergueon, President of the 
U. &. Charber of Commerce is such an ome. The pokicy aderted by 
Harte Scheffner & Marks hea demonstrated the value of this at- 
tidude in sction. The declaration of John D. Reckefelles at the 
Cleveland Lator Convention expresses the necd of the sririt of 
trotherhosd and justice in industry. fuch cartains of industry 
recognize as does Labor, that etrikes are attemrts te destroy 
the barriers bettern men and a wider field of living. Industry 


devands that eutecracy te rut cown everywhere. There ise a growing 
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desire for participation in the affaire cf the yorid; te proncte 
With cthers our common sime; ard te be recognized aa men. The 
industris] world is emerging from the etage of Carital ana Labor 
onto a new footing cf partnership. HKeny have been celled RED 
because they strove te attsin a larger life. These show not the 
Bririt of anarchy but the sririt of democracy. 

The same quest is evidenced in the recent race riots which 


have caused some to gaer and cthers to deepsir. Yet these cute 


breaks sre cnly symptoms. They »ere a noresal cutgrosth cf cbhvicus 
cause. Great numbers of ten were withdraen from industry inte the 
service of the United Stztes. The ¢s1]1 for chear labor went cut 
fren Chicago and other industrial centres. Hegroes rearended and 
were accerted. In casee far from fes in number they preyed their 
sorth to their employers. Then the army began te be demobolized. 
Deegrite their promise to service men the emrlcyera refuded to 
diecharge competent men even the their color wag black. Thet sue 
ene cause. The cecons is but the otverse cf the sare situation. 
The government called all men irrearective cf race to serve sith 
the colers. The black men learned many things in the army and 
navy. They learned the value of dicirline. They lesrned perforce 
to save.They learned the iwrpertance of heslth habite. They recieved 
instruction and training te eradicute their deficiencies. They 
learned the strength and joy of united endeavor. They pleyed 
gemee on teams with white officers. Sone of those whe observed 
the evente of carn life feared for the morale cf the negroes. 
their worsle sse reenfcrced. 400,0°0 eclored men verved in the 


army and navy of the United States and 1229 an comrizrioned 


officers. Tey grew to love and reapect their government se they 
never had before. They tecane conscious of their power and of the 
possibilities and joys of citizenshir. But they wre not un 
aware of the "small" treatuent tendered them by sone white nen 
Who were aleo called tao serve for the common cause. The black 
men ewerged frome the crisis determined te take 5 more active 

part in national life. The white men of Americs were net aware of 
the great change ¢hdch had taken rlece within the ranka of that 
dark army. It ao the inevitable shich resulted. Race predujice 
encountered active responsibility. Bleod saa erilled. Fhy? 
Becauee the biack man had in the apirit cf responsibility end 
helpfuinese assumed the santel] ef the Great Literater, They had 
Qraered his izesia. They had sensed the human note in his idesile 
for them and us. Liberty, equuiity, fraterrity;- resronsibility 
is the nother of these ail. 

It is this sriritusl earphecie cnmotives and ideale that is 
being reflected in the policies of fraterrsl crders, and in the 
daily prees; in the reulm of artists and aneng the sctivities cof 
ordinary btueineraes recrle. The Oriental] Consietery Of iciasi Bui- 
letzin tut restates the satter then it writes; “Fe need to mingle 
with those whe need cur advice and encourngenent. -------- Bhat 
we need in thie United Ststea today ie sare develored individuals, 
wen and women whe wil] think, feel and set as human beings ine 
stesd cf as cege in a great sachine." The subetitution of char- 
acter and the spiritual nuture cf life in etsgeland inetead of 
the merely human action ef dramstic incident; the cutting of 


rates at Hotel Laaslie lust December shen they were eleethere

being raised; Mies Kinecivings indulgence of the itedeform ene 
velored veterana te the chagrin of the moneyed fadtiate; the 
diepoaition of the Frick fortune; these a1] rerest but one werd 
and that is RPet ideale have to de sith iife. They need no more 
to be protected, They sre Lecoming rublic rroperty, the interest 
and concern of 1] peorle. Service is the slogan of the business 
werld. Sefvice has-been the watchword of organized cherity. The 
watchwo 4) has not changed. It is the phylcecrhy of heirful 
under}ying such crganiszations that has altered. The war haa brot 
8 considerable tumber of these selifare organizations into proe 
ndnengé. The value of their sork hai been emphasized during the 
war./ The Y. M..C. Aw, the American R€a Crosse, the War Camp Com- 
munity Service Inc. , and the Community Council sre of thie greup. 

The ert eof the Y.¥.C.A4. is svowedly the building of Chris 
ian character among men oni beys. it aime to egurrly the orrere 
tunity Zor symetrics} develorrent to sil beyr and men, and to 
dnduce them te avail] themascives of that errertunity. It aine te 
cperete thru the coerdinsted efforte cf al] community fcrees, 
particulariy the hoges, the churches, the schools, business and 
industrial, ani governmental agencies, ae well] a6 ite own proe 
gram to that end. The American Red Crosse hae clearly esen the 
iseue “hich confronts us as a nation. Ite policy is broad and 
whelesome in ite hurility. It alas seeks to surplement existing 
agencies and to stimulate activities. Ite intereeate sre neigh- 
berhcod interests and are not restricted ty purty or geet. "The 
lesson man must learn is to extend the bounderias cf his kine 
Bshirs and frierdehirs in resce even as he ac readily extended 


them in sar.® Little ty little and bit by bit, resson muset dis-

piace passion, love supnlant hatred. The tranefcrmutien way take

of the highest technical stil] availatle*. Thie method raises 
scoisal work to a democratic as contrseted saith a charitable 
basis. It ia thorely Amerioan in ites bhylceorhy and practice. 

The general trend cf secial eervice is in thet direction. Pere 
acnality ia being recognized. Chsrity nae given place te self 
help. Fduction ig surrlanting ritying cendescention. Such a change 
in ¢mphssis sarong weli fare cresnizationa *culd iead one te xe 
pect @ corresponding alteration in the objective of organized 
Religion whose offsrring socis] service agencies avowedly are. 
One of the most telling crisea in the histery cf Chriatianity 

in Americe was registered iast October. The arecial comission 
gent frea Jaran to the United States had rendered their rerert on 
the Influence cf Christianity on lives cf American Peorle. The 
verdict of the comxission sas "that shile educstion, commerce and 
industry have been dgevejlored to a wonderful degres, there is 
little evidence that the Christian religion ia regarded as im- 
portant by weet of the reorle". Fe may stand agast at this frank 


statenent of a condition of saffaira which e211 the time se had 
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half suspected ae the truth. A slight investigation on our 

oxn part however may reves] other intereetin€® facts. There ie 
one source cf inforaxtion shich ia open to a1] who will use it. 
Those men whe made the army and the navy cf America so illuste 
rious were and are a part of our selves. They were no ‘worae nor 
any tetter than the rest of ue. *hey were a great crogs-section 
ef eur national life. Their deede were our deeda; their thets 
were our thots. Their knowledge of the Christian religion #as 
ebout se ecanty ae their cennection *ith the church, hich gene 
erslly consisted in the attendance of their sweet-hearta st the 
ehureh of their preference, cr in the membershin of their gramie 
mothers, God rest their eculd. Excert fcr a superficial] knosledge 
they knew nothing cf se-cailed religious theta. So far as they 
could see the church did net produce any effecta in the lives 

of ite embers. The Church did nct emphasize the virtues which 
they found te te fundaments)]. The church emphasized an¢ther life, 
their concern was of this life ang its rroblena. They *culd none 
ef the church. The Red Cross, the Y.K.C.A., The EK. of ©. 3 they 
perveyed a real man's religion. 

And s¢ what the Jarpanene commission stated, the ex-service 
men are convinced cf. Proteatantiem has been engaged in 4a senee- 
less gtrugsie ta emphasize clase differences, it bas net concerned 
iteelf in a vitsi way with the lives of pecple whe locked te it 
for guidance. It is only just to aay, however, that “the differe 
ences cf Protestant bodies is clesrer in their History than in 
their present rractices. I% hac been customary in the practice of 


the Protestant Chruches to require 31] candidetee for xexbership 
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to subserite to s creed and to pass a satisfsctery exavinition 

on it. Everyone was required to profese belief in euch degens 

ae the Deity of Jesus, the Miracles, future resard and runishsent. 
Tiey ali held in comion the rosition that bartinam is necessary 
fer Church memterahip, and, by impjicstion, for salvation. In 

the popular mind, esrecially in the daye cf Pretestant nolemic 
eenciastioiam, exch sect telieved itself tc rosees a KEY to the 
acriptures, in the gore of a creed, or to have a SCHFEF of eai- 
vation much se@ one might hold « key to & house door cr a secret 
process in curing disesse. Theee eects secre sutually exclusiva. 
Church union esa 3 dream far te fair te be of this earth. Church 
polity, election, an inner experience, or intellectual correcte 
Reese; tere not theee the magic seraere to ehich the various portals 
of the bright keyond esune side? Were not there the foundations 
ef men*e love for God tut hatred fcr exch ether as well as for 
the devil? 

But even relicion way not rest on falee bases forever. Fer 
many years men like Voltsire, Thowsas Phine, Robert Ingersoll, 
George Errasn Foster, Walter Rauechentusch, F. G. Peatody, and 
aH €Ver incressing number of more recent religious rreschers and 
thinkers have been quietly but persiatently doing their sork. The 
forms in whith their efforts fcund e»rreseion are well known. 
Like an unbroken thresd their philoscrhy of religion rune thru 
the History of our country frroa the founding of Hsrverd and Yale 
in Kew England and the opening of the Padre's Missions in Yew 
Srain thru the founding of social wettlerente and Playgrouné 


Asecciation gown to the Chili Welfare League, Life Extention 
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Inetitute, and kindred agencies of our own day. 
The philoserhy of the moverent has been varioully expressed 
but its there has been conetant.

During the rast decsid 
it hae been fermulated into the pregrama which have sprresred aé 
tee forward movesente of the various proteatan churches “¢ ¥ell 
ae in the sccial prograas of the Reman Catholic Church cf America 
and of American Jewish Rabbis. The Interchurch World Movement of 
North America has ststed this teentieth centyry Christianity sa 


follows: "The church has cowz back at last te the errhasie of 
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Jeaus - the Kingdom of God. Christianity dees not wean o few good 
folk meeting for fellowhir snd worship. It does not mean keer- 
ing up the church. It does not mean ‘saving' a fex fold for 
another world. 1% means 6 new world here, «here the will of God 
#ill be done for the gcod of zen in heme and state and business. 
That is the new idea which is tack of miseions and the Men and 
Religion Movement; the Secial Service, and 211 the great Christ- 
ian facts ef this age. The church is here fcr that end. Christ 
cane for that end. That ia the meaning of the ages, and to that 
end, so far as it ie really Ghristian, is pledged with life sné 
substance, 

The attitude of the Roman Cathelic Church towara vrobleas 
of the day is well defined. In the firet rlace, it expresses 
diaurrroval of the “*accial] reconetruction program", cf the 
British Labor Party, the "Four Pillars* of which, fcolicow: 

(1). “The enforcesent by baw of # nations] minimum of leisure, 
health, educstion, end aubsietance; 

(2). the democratic contre] of industry, which means that nation- 
alization ef sli monopelistic and pousitly ef other industties, 
some time in the future, if that couree be found sdcisabtle; 

(2). a revolution of nstionel finance: that ia, s system of tax- 
ation which sill comrel carital te rsy for the war, leaving 
undisturbed the national minigum of weifare for the wasses; 

(4) use ef the surplus wealth cf the nation for the comxon gecd: 
that is, tc provide caritel, governeenta) industries, ans Sunde 
for eccisi, educational, and artistic rrogress.* 

On the cther hand when the time comes when a *crkstie 


pregram hse teen demonstrated, the Cathelic Chruch stances ready 
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to adert and te rromete it sith vigor. In the reantime %al] 
Catholic organizations are anxious te undertake some concrsate 
work during the reconstruction period®. The Cathelic Church ia 
not behind other Americane in its cognizence of the remeraeless 
scrutiny te which aj] phases of cur natiennl and rrivate life 
are being at present subjected. "Citizenshin", as the Catholic 
Church sees it, "is our duty to Ged, fulfilled in our oare and 
aclicitude for our ccuntry shose weifare God has placed in cur 
hande.* In the process of internstienslicatien in which tke 
world finde iteeff, ite leaders declare that, "the Catholic 
Church cannot remain an ieclated factor" and furthermore, "the 
Catholic Church pesseeser soral and sriritual resotrces which are 
at the command of the nation at every great crisis". And finally 
"the Cathclic Church net only say but should coorerate in these 
grest civic and ratrictic messures Shich are common to ali of us 
as citizens. | 

The American Rébbie in June 191° aseembled in Chieage and 
adopted 4 ecclo-religious program the preamble of which reada sa 
follows: “The next few decader *ill hate as their chief cencern | 
the rectification of secial and economic evils. The world sili 
busy itself, net only in the eetabliehwent of political, but abet 
with the achievement cf industrial and demsecracy thru eocisl 
juetice. The ideal socisl justice haa always teen an integral 
part of Judaism. It is in accords with tradition therefore that the 
central conference of American Rabbis submits this declarsatien of 
principles as a program fcr the attsinment of whtch the follosrrs 
of cur faith should etrive."* There fcllows emtodied in fecurteen 


paragrapbe a full statement of an equitable secial syatem. 
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It is true that these programe rerresent the best thot of 
the religious ieedere in Anerics; and that it ie s long way bete 
ween declaration of purrcee and the scccerlisheent ef the same 
purpose thru purroseful action. The encouraging note in the ahole 
movement ia that the Church and the foreea of Religion generally 
are endeavoring a9 they never have before to interpret Christian 
principles in terme of life exrresaed in a present Christianized 
aocial order. 

"The day when nerale ani Religicn are to be rromoted merely 
ty getting men individuslly to turn from evil te rightecusness 
hae paseed. The day has come when groupe and even nations as 
auch are thexselvea to obey the moral law or stand condewneds to 
feilure."* Thia truth ia axiomatic and yet it waa no lese a wan 
than Sir BAdded Powell who teld the Boy Scouts of England that 
the war for gemocracy would not te son during the rericd of the 
war fat in the quarter century follewing the declaration of PeEAaCee 
The battle wae one of ideals not of forces. Such revelutions 
ere viclent and frot with fearful hardshire. The sorid was toru 
ampunder by the war but new ghace if lsened of 211 restraint. 
There are scme that say we must recetabiis} the order of things 
aa they were while others condemn that cold entirely. Is there 
not a harry sean ash yet a third eSles. And seo the battiec rages. 
A dark cloud oversahadowe our nutional life. Seme of us are able 
te wee beyond the cloud. Othere of us cannot. Darkness reigns, 
peseisioes ridee ramnant. Peeeeriste even now heve jost fxith in 
the hueanity ef their fellow men and sometimes even in their Geog. 


juat because there ia uncertiinth #2 tc the exact value of a 
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dolisr. Men are prone to forget that inflated eanriacy and shorte 
age of goode are the cause cf present financial streas and thet 
high prices are a norma] cutgrosth of unstebilised conditions 
resulting from a peace time tc a war time and then back again te 
4 norma] basie. Necessary to the prosrerity cf Awerica ani te thé 
world is the man sho will receliect that 4% heneat day's work iz 
the only guarentee of an henest day's wages. Hive all Americate 
sons lost sight of that economic pole etar? A moment's reflection 
enly is seeded to asure curselves that America ie new the grentest 
capitaliet in t&e *crid. Rew jong che *111 no remsin ie another 
atory. 

The political life of Americs as well] ae the econnmis iife 
ef the nation in sleo divided egsinst tteelf. The evirit in 
which the adwinistrztion views the rast sar atatus ef the Aner= 
ican pecple and of the naticen se such is illuswinsting. « esreful 
exazinstion of the text of the president's measuge to the O6th 
congress reveuls three facta: - (1) the style or phrageclogy are 
not these of Foodrow Filecn; (£) the "rredominant"rights of the 
government "to assert ite rower and majeet against the chaiienge 
of any clase" smacks of autecr=cy; (3) wajerity rule is wade to 
be the foundation of Awericsn life. A few statesmen surrerted the 
feeding of Germany uron broad and humsnitarian principles shere 
denccratic and Christian. BWocdrow Bileen was one ef these. The 
present administration, however, know not such principles. The 
majority of the message concerna itself with capital ami ilsker 
(class strife) while the American Agriculture is merely rain an 


expreasion of gratitude as a focd producer in time ef sur. Is 
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there not here exrressed some renl reasons fer unrest in Anerica? 
Here is evidently « msladjustxent. No wonder diasatiafsaction 
filis the netion from the greatest to the least. Yet we are a 
wealthy reople - none wore so. Our dowain ie isrge. Ye have teen 
ecarcely touched tyt the sorrow and derrivetions shich bury 
Eurore. Everything hac teen coming our say. Be have littie cause 
to complain. Yet everything ie wrong. Why? We are not sstisfied 
nor can we be eo long ae cur rresent evaluction of success obtains. 

Flow the rapid survey of poat “ar condittens ae we have 
followei then so far, a few facts have presented themselves as 
geeif evident. There are two distinctly different tyres ef thot 
exiating in the United States at the Present time. One tyre is 
bound to seek out some one «ho is to Liene for a]1 the chases of 
unrest shich in theee deye wake life miserable. These people 
“Ould have ue believe thet Americs is destined te deatruction be- 
esuse a given set eof conditions jc not actuate a1) eur policies 
ag a nation. Nothing can laet if it deviates the tinyest fruction 
of a degree from the course it has always pereved; these extrenests 
alec disrort themrelves under another leudetship. In this caracify 
they would direct our couree te the condition shich is the one 
Ruesia hus rersued to ite legics] cenelusicn - the blissful theepy 
that “each cf us aay jive at the expense of all ef us without any 
of us doing any work." Theee recple are rerresented Ly the stenu- 
patters and pueeyfocters in government circles; the sensationale 
ists and autccrats in industry, the ccculticste anc crecdists cf 
religion sand intolerant minds in genersl. 

The second type cf thot locks for the causes of conditions, 


weeks an antedete ani then attemrts the normal contact of the 
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two. Tnese sre the ideslieste cf government, the humanitsrians in 
industry, the ‘this worldly cof religicnists and the symrathete 


feally thotful sarong #11 cf us. Bhat then ie the rex] cause of 
the grest unrest and diseatiefaction which fille our national 
Jofe in all ite phaser? 

In the second place it apreare that the fermer ia not only 
the etsbalizing factor in eccnonic affairs but that he alec 
promises to suprly the balance of cur entire national life if ie 
ean see the prorosition as a vworthehile undertzzing. Lack of the 
genius sreund which Awecrics was movlded is by some locked uron 
ae a cauge cf ali the unrest shich not terete us. If that be 
true it behooves ue to discover more fuliy the nature cof our 
Moalady. We pecrle of Awerica, so sore achclara tell us, have teen 
Gling to cur cwn national interests and have neglected the nose 
G6ibilitiece of a fully develcres nutional epirit, and this because 
we have thet aost of peroens] affairs. The History of Awerics is 
the Histery of refugees. These refugees have known government only 
alse too often 26 an organ of eystesatic oprreesion, surrresaion, 
and extinction. Their rulers resert te fiat and force te ugin 
their selfish ende. Pereonslity does net flourish in such an ate 
mesphere, but on the other hand hes pereenality fleurichei for 
them in Ancrica? Dees rerecnality btleon in an ateeerere of secia? 
undriendilinese, industrial cruslty and danger, uneanitary living 
conditions, overcrosded quarters, ni injustice? Perecnality may 
fieourish but Americanism can not. Yet such coniitione are not 
unlinown in Chrietian America. Ie it any sonder than that fcikse sbo 
fiee ene torture cnly tc encounter another express their dis- 


satisfaction? Is it any sconder that there ie an unrest in Anerica

“Every people", declsres Mazzini, *hae ite special miselon 
which *il] cocrerate toward the fulfillment of a generel miesion 
ef humanity. Thut aission cenetitutes ite nationality. Nationality 
is eacred.* Let us curefulliy aveis confueing netionality es Maze 
gini knows it from the priwitive and barbaric inetinct of nation 
a@liem. The latter ia the text from which Pruseia recently sernon- 
ized. The former is illustrated by the eririt in which Americs 
wae founded. | 

“fhe spirit of Awerica ie the eririt of seif-resrect, in- 
dependence of dominetion, and restriant of injustice anc tyranny 
---- the sririt cf consideration of there. ------ Auericanizetion 
ie the extengion and the deerening of the cessunity sririt until 
we ehall, ae a democracy be able literally and srirtualiy to 
ereak the sane language and to eccorerate for idesl ends, ----. On 
the rurt cf Arericane of lider eteck, it meune a recognition of 
the worth ef these new-comers and arrrecistion of their ability 
to enrich cur Aserican life. Gn the part of the new Acrricane it 


means the unreserved secceptance of the duties a9 wel] as rights 
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of Awerican citizenship, and the reeronsibilities and undivided 
&llegiance to America. --- - Avericanization is not 5 reduction 
ef ai] to a common denoginster tut the clevation of 211 te the 
highest possible plane. --- The living conditions demanded by 
Asverican standarde sre net luxuricue, they incluce euch elenental 
necessities of life ae privacy, eanitation, and aufficient air 
and sunlight, ushhave been tenonstrated te be essential to 
decency ari health. Te these sisple requirements sre sdded shole- 
aome surroundings, physics] and soral." To thie adeirable atate=- 
ment, Charice Alvin Brooks adds cone eore roint, nanely thot 
*derocracy involves scting together end the eesentiel rrerequisiete 
for united action i¢ united thought.* 

Hence it becomes evident that the precess cf Av ericinizsation 
involves as a vital rrincbrie thst evirit that Americans have 
chosen to call derccracy. Thie derccracy ig “het the war “as 
fouzht to save. Men gsve their lives to w#ske the serld safe for 
Democracy. The war ir over, and Derocracy is net yet saved. Fhen 
then is this demecrscy whic® «e ccunt ec dear? It 4s an iljueive 
term, and no dictionary can quite crefine it. Community is the 
meaning of ite Greezx roct. The qualitative ending gives therefore 
to dexeeracy the sigcificance of “cemmupity velfere®. The fact 
that democracy is synoncecus withtconaunity welfore’ mexnns 
nething to us until we try te define it in terss ef Aserican- 
ization, tut sgain the result ie confusing. It is sere aimple 
perhars that the probleme of edxceracy are the probleme involved 
in living together in hsrmony. 

Democracy is s apirit, a crusade, not s gift. It ia the pro- 
greesive developrent cf the spirit of Chriet working in the 


passicns ani strivings of wen. Dexceracy ie a state of sogiety in 
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wnich a3) may work vith grest enthucises for the common gira. 

Some say "*el), thit souls — fore of soverreent®. Trot rerscn 
suet adeit, wron vescend theutht thet sii ir dexscerstic Arecrics 

ie not workisf gor the cemcon good in the «ririt of Carist. 
Furtherxers, it ie ret a fers of gowerneent tecsuse elewente of 
aencersey exict tn forme ef gcvernecnte that sre in ether resreots 
f-r frem descerstic. Autceratic Gersany erersted an adeirable 
eystex of old age rensions, accident inwursnoe and the 3ike, yet 
Gérwary *an act = geeqoreey, ond it i¢ not, yet.

No, eiestion, universsi euffrage, «= living *age, & 
secicl insurance, coneervetion of nittonnl resourese, rroehitition, 
reduotion of armaments, squsre businese dsslinge, pretectes child 
need, unity in religious effort; £11 these sre sot democracy, 

they are tut the eesffciding upon shich dercersecy suzy te built. 
Dessocracy ia grexter than ony one er s]j cof theese. It 42 en Idesi. 
Every great eroch in Bictery baa beer cosinated by s grect Idesl. 
Deeccrsey is the Iden] which will derinate the teerntieth century. 
Deacoracy se sm Iden] esn newer be achicevec., Fhen & wan sete a 
lisit te his Ideals in order te sehieve then, they cense ta be 
isesie. 4% Iden] in 2 gen] teesrd which *e strive, tut te shick 
We never attain. Deseoracy ia therefore o hebit of iife. In it 
there sre certein trsite *hich huve me place.

democracy. Democracy demands that ve "rrove all things and held 
fast to that shich is gcod." No dexccratically-minded rergon 
existe arart from hie friends or enemies teth. Demecracy includes 
eysrathy with all wen, the comuon wan, the member cf the mincrity 
@e@ w@]] sa the grest amen, the wielder of far reaching rower. 
Demcorsacy ia rerfected religion, religion that works in the lives 
and affaire of men. To exclude this Ideal from men's lives 
Tesulte in olsee soverents. To exclude it from religion is to 
make Religion a set of sesningiess maneuvers. Physical democracy 
always fails. The eririt ef democracy exrresses itself in service 
motivated by love of ali the world of which Ged is a part. 

Thia Ideal is truly the eririt cf Awerica, tut it is not 
confined to America nor ig it peculiar either to the treentieth 
century or to Christianity. In tae teéexpie ef life and uron the 
altar of progress burn the fires cf inepirstion and the epirit 
of democracy ascends like incense in the ever brightening flanes 
until at last it has come tc fili the “bole werld with its 
fregrance. The vcices cf those tho have “crehinped at that 
altar are waftec in uron us like eweet music axelling adown ali 
the sgee that are rast.

Reconstruction is sa continucus 
process. War ic not ite cause but merely a stimulus, a wental 
release. All life ia a series of adaptations to conditions, 2 
process of reconatruction. %4gr accelerates the procese. This 
war trot into orreeiticn two methods of life with the result 
that the balance in life sae upset and resadurtatien is mere 
difficult than it ordinarily ie in reace times. The eprosing 
methods of force ard artiitration, of etrike and legislstion, of 
open discussicn and ferceful surrréssicsn; apnéar a@li about us 
etrugziing for the waetery for the wotives of cur national life. 
The question ia not shsll there be reconstruction? Reconetruction 
is a law of life ceontinucusiy crerative. The Suestion is not 
betseen Prussianiom and Desecracy for the Prugeianies ia stild 
rowerful in Americs, Amsricane are committed to the rrinerple 
of freedom and justice ang to s veies in cur oxn Government, and 
to service ee crrosed te omrreasicn, The pretjlem that we DO face 
today a¢ 4a Nation ie one cf methes. Shali we sork out cur 
nationsi and other problers by the apriicetion of feree end 


experiment, or shlil we arriy to them the princirlea oF Democracy 
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based on thot and good judgnent? 

Succes2 2]1 men crave. A living a1] must have. Subsisetance 
is an ever rrerent rrotlez, yet sere subsistance is not synene= 
mouse with success.for euccees ices not coneist in what comes to 
2 wan. The wecre that comes to a wan the sore that man exrects to 
come, and so there is set in seticn thst gicicus circle of high 
wages and continually ascending prices, until socn sore is cae 
pected from others than one is willing to pay for. Any tusinese 
beconge iliegitiaate when it faile to contribute to the welfare 
of the pecrle. Success ig seasured ty shat of harriness wen are 
sbie to give te their ssscciates. Men seek haprineés and find it 
met, because harrineees like ail the chiefest treasure of life is 
& byproduct cf the sririt which nas st heart the velfare cf all 
wanking. There is no hore for scononic cr aceois] seeace in the 
present social order, and 96 men are demanding today that the 
eaphasies of life ¢ch2ll be traneferred to other valuea. Service, 
centirbution, sympathy and interes, otligsticn, world retstion- 
ahir; theee are the foundation of econcmic rroererity. The 
world hae fought and bled for derocrsacy. J¢ locke now for the 
ecul cf ecciety. If acciety hae not a scu] then democracy haa 
died in its youth. The ground hse been tought for the city of 
God. The price was osid in Fiandere field where lillies biocs:. 
But whe will build the city? Be have eearched everyshere that 
men have ever thot to search und we have found no one. Ia there 
nO way te build character into this cid world? 

There remains one grest hore. Shall we not turn again in our 
extrerity to the one who served the world so sholehesrtedly in 


the exigencies cf our iatest reril? Canada locks in the future 
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to the furmer to guide her atore-<tescsed craft thru the surges 
of reconstruction. The farmer, likewise, is cur only hore. In 
the days of the war our eyes sere turned te the Parmer. In his 
hands rested the fute, of us, cur ration, snd demoeracy. He 
Well] knew it and rallied to the call of freedcs and the world. 
He gave his sone tc the eervice of their country. Be sent hire 
self. And yet he incressed the rroduction of ceresl fer the 
feeding of the world by forty sillion acres in one yeor. He, 
more than anyene clee, won the sar, by Rie ssgreninoue jJoysity 
to God and hie county. 

The war is over. The farner oniy seers to recsli that an 
honest day's work ia the only grarentee cf an honest day's 
wages. Awerica in twice blest; firet tecrure cf the legisiation 
she has encutei in behalf of better farsing. Ne nation has so 
many lews rronoting good agriculture as hae the unted S°ates. 
In 1839 there were bille tefere Congrees fcr rural edue tion, 
and the impreverent of rural life aggregating one hundred million 
dollars. Secondly, America emerges from the sar better equipred 
in auny resreéte thsn *hen ehe took up arme. Her resourcea are 
acareely touched, and her dette are insignificant in comp: rison 
to these cf Euccrpean nitions, The nationsl debt cf Grest Britsia 
aggregates nine hundred dollisre per espite, that cf France aix 
hundred decllars, while theee of Germany and fustris 
equal fibe hundred sixty deliars, snd thrers hundred forty six 
doliare, resrectively. But the war dekt of aserica ie only to 
hundred dolisre per carits. The takk before America ie this 
cleerly not one of reccnetruction, but, in the words of the 


Secretary of Agriculture, "one of esisction ani exphaeis*. The 
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tesk befcre the United States ia not one of ridding curselves 
of propegandists for again, ss Mr. Houston observes, regarding 
the visione cf extrenists and of cthera ef their kind, "American 
farmers ure rot ¢asily focled, and *¢ way truet ther te asses 
these pecrle and their sotives at their real serth". The former 
is the ecnly possible etabalizing fuetcr in ecntre] of affaire. 
The farser is both caritsliek and laborer. As 6 capitalist he is 
mot a ereculater bet his prefite derend upon the shrewdhaess of 
his best judgxent. Sherese individual caritsliets turn over their 
inveetwente fore two to ten timea yesrly, the farmer turns his 
over cnly once. Inductrial isber then it sensee the need of an 
orrertunity for acre enjoysbie coniiticne registerea ite demand 
in a strike. By the eme token the farmer has resecn te be on a 
etrize wcet cf the time. Hie income it ineufficient te his needs. 
It canbbe sritten for the most part in three figures. As ct 
servers, *e are not sc much interested in his selfare sa ver 
are in cur cwn, for the farmer wight etri#e sgsinet firnizhing 
thé worla food and he might continue te do ao indefinitely. If 
he did it woule not effect hia surrly ef fcod and clething sctere 
igsliy tut sheresithsa] sould the rest of us te fed and clothed. 
But the farmer 8131 net stike, he is more Meman then that. The 
very miUlle of hie business mukes him a wan governed ty cool 
ecalculsting juetice. He gets shet he esorna and no more. Nature 
eniy pays lster st par valuc. The rroblese confronting the netion 
today ss the notions] lesdere in esgriculture eee it, is te suke 
farming pay anid fare life worth the effert. 

The farwer learned hie rower during the var. He discovered 


hes much everyone derends uron him. He «sae anzicurn in thore days 


oz 


to avail himself cf 411 the exrert council regarding methods 

and the world's neeie which the agricultura] extension servics 
could give. He sil] not socen ferget their helr either. He “ante 
wore of it. But both he and they reslize thet the world's 
demands for sei] grown rroducts is limited. and that consequently 
only a limited number cf farmers are needed to grow these 
products. The nautee and extent of the sorld's needs must be 
ascertsined,and then agriculture pust he organized in such a 

way a6 to meet those needa. 

In the days ahesd the farmer is déeatined to take hie rlsace 
in tae affaire of the etate, in the destinies of nations, and 
into hie hand «ill be given the posseesion cf the whir te be 
wielded for the welfare of the reorle. He it sas whe declared 
thie to be a govern ent cf the peolle, ty the rceorle, and for 
the reople. He it wili be whe will prove to Arerica that the 
meaning of theee words say not for long be distorted te sound 
like a goverrmment of the people, by clase, and fer a coin. 

There is @ large secticn of the repuleation of the United 
States she sill not secert euch 6 view ef mitional af*sirs hovevar 
They will rot secert euch a viee because, in their system of 
reckoning the farmer has has no nisce. There sre reonle, whose 
vision haa teen less restricted, shee interests sand business 
have teen se broad ae life itself. It is these peorle who have 
thus given expression to their oteervation. Folks iike these 
have been the friends and companions of the farwer for the lust 
score of yesrea and sere, but rarticularly during the lest decade. 
It is fro@m euch folk that infermation upon this new asrect of the 


yrotlem in hang must come. Fortunately evidence ic at hand. The 
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attitudes of farm parers and magazines, educstional rerresentatives 
ef agricultural colleges and experimental ststions, rural pasters, 
and the farsere themselven; have been and are still very ruch 
interested in the greatest industry and the saost wholeacwe mode 

of life in the world. The rurai proties ia iarge and greatiy 
involved. No one is able to eee it in its entirety. Ali do not 

eee it from the same point cf view. But certain unifors, conclusiona 
arice above the slain of varied opinions and seem el] grounded 

in truth. It is to these facts and princiviea to which attention 

is now directed. 

The editor cf the rress is at once a wirrer of conditions aa 
they are and a prephet of things as they shali be. The editer 
canrnet nee a4]] the thinge about which he writes. Fer a human 
being, ani he ie such an one no leea than anyone of un, it is 
utterly impossible to be in aj] placee at one time. He hae other 
means of getting informetion, however. He is able to eee, and te 
talk with others who have acen. But ali do not see slike anc eo 
11 cannet see aright. Fho aaw the bulidinge of the Panamws Canalt? 
Certainly not these whe dug it, ner yet these she dirseted the 
digging cf it. Who haa seen the epirit of Prussianiar? Surely 
no man hae yet become Ged te the extent of seving the sing of a 
man net to mention that of a nation -ee- not even Herr Hohen- 
zoliern himself as he well knows amd that to his sorrow. Again, 
Wnan a cosl miner shoute for luber, is hes shout qualified by 
the rigite of the emrloyer; #hen wen cn Wal] Street convene te 
dincuss the coat of butter, do they see the life of the farner? 
probably they more often s¢e eclipsing his the great sun egainet 


ehich the glorious American Fagle scare, tesring the

mystic legend "In God We Trust". And so the editors informstion 
may te far afield the facts. Truly, "the editor ia 6s san *he 
knows 2]1 about thinge, but he can hardly te esnected te know 
all abeut tverythineg. Yet he has to decide the question which ir 
of acre importance than any other in the formation of ovrinions, 
the question of where attenticn ia to be attracted". 

What forms the basis cf hia judgment? Firstly, the etandardse 
ty “hich his readers teet their reasoning in order to discover 
if he be true or false. Thies social censcience isin turn based 
upon their knewledge resred from the ren of other editcrs of 
former issues and publications. Thus the editeor in his paper 
refiects the public opinion cf the vrerent., But mere than his 
insight into the couree cf events, determines his forecaet of 
the future. In thet respect he becomes a seer. In that double 
sense does the editor hold in his hond the fate of the nations. 
"If there ie no vieion the reorle languish." Be it remembered 
regarding rural people that daily newersapers ge not reach rore 
than ten percent of the farilies, and in no household sre tee 
@silies to“be found. 

With this in wind let us examine for a minute the oninion 
of the editors uron the nature and outleck of rresent events. 
How do they read the signe of the timer; ani hee do they intere 
pret these signa? The exegencien of war have exroced some very 
"Uniovely possessions of cur inner personal and natienal life*. 
(B. G.) Knowing cur weaknees we are of course in a better rosition 
to grarrle with the eitustion. It ia bard at rresent to retain a 
sense of preportione and to reccgnize the "real issues* which the 


nation facees.Peorle in general ty the miliione, psorticulariy 
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the working wen are trying to present their claims to the public. 
But there ie 2 certsin elerent of sutceracy in American life 
ehich is orresed to anything cf imrrovexent toxerda personal 
litertics. One editor goes te the length of saying frankly that, 
"fhe press ie deubti¢as distrocting a majority cf tae ceople from 
the resi iseuca by éxagersting the activities 4nd magnifying the 
derortance of 5 baniful of ecattered eatremiats. Undeubtedly, thre 
ie 3 sinister proepeganda tack of this." Causes have keen un- 
ecught, “fres speech and pescatlle sesmbbly" heve been euprreased 
and a series of injunctione and 5 heetiec state of wind ave 
reeultead. Unaiuestionably there must te mere ef the spirit of 
democracy inculested inte insustry. On the shole etrikee are ute 
satisfactory. They have been onesised. Furloyere sise have righte 
and may some day be forced to etrike beck in order to bring them 
to notice. The question confronting industry teday is net ite 
mechanical ability to withetand the strain imposed upon it hy the 
process inbcited in humsnizing induetry now under way; the thing 
industry must do is to arprly “honest, hard sork® toward the re- 
asuzpticn of efficient rretuction. Huving seen the rroblem more 
Clesriy than ever before, a5 2 nation, **e shall for 4 tise 
etand aeszced, diasarrcinted and icle, but *e cannot Jorg sustain 
these complex, abnormal attitude, and since cur country i8 cote 
paratively nes and undeveloped, we shell drift tack to xork*. 

The naticn ie largely what it sse before the sar. Bubliic 
inetitutions still need te emphssize the resi thinge of iife and 
not erratic exrressicne of it. The question of fair play is still 
frecing itself to cational consciousness. “If wenhhad any mental 


rcise fefore the wsr #e shall] recover it." Merality anc religion 
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tend te become a part cf everydsy life. "Gur ‘xeral ideale’ have 
not grown flabby, but cur fisbby forale have been exroned." The 
deatruction by war is not to be comrared in ite viciousness to 
the kind cf urbanization thst is taking place thruout cur 
country now. One editor statea the situstion tersely in connection 
with child training, shen he says, *The vast majerity of reople, 
in city and town s9 wel] as in the country, sre not aprrecitig 
Wieer than their ancestors, they sre much more indifferent to 
their duty toward children. The fact is lamentable, but not 
much can be done tc modify it. It arrears to te an inexcrable 
la® that willicns of pecrle, like acorns cr seed seeda, ehall te 
scattered abroad, to be semething or nething.® 

"In theese tiwes of hysteria and claas intereste, the farmer 
is playing the rart cf a balance whee], Living apsrt from the 
great industrial centers where the ferment is the hetteat, he 
ean bring a wore unprejudiced mind to beer on, cur incuatrial 
protiema than any other class, snd, in wy opinion, te is deing 
just that", writes the editor of a centrai western agricultural 
journal. Another editor coments, "Farm peorle are just as earn 
est, eericus, busy, religious, irreligious, Kindly, faithful 
and ioyal as they were before the war. Farm buenines during the 
wer trot returns sore adequate to the n@aqw cf life thas formerly. 
Young men seeing the unrreci:emted orestunity in doiry farming 
for "the intelligent rrogressive san" are entering that vocatien. 
Farw Ishor on the other hand is irritatingly ecarce. Continualiy 
improving form machinery and methods with a resuiting increase 
in products wil] rrobably acon "invite farm lator baek to the 
farm*. 

This contsct with the American farmer has given to tus 


editors of farm journale an optemiatiec confidence in his sanity 
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I shall quote largely from these wen's observations. *In the 
atates where the paper of which I am editor circulates, the 
farners are freeiy co-cperating with organized labor in ite just 
and resacnable demande for reforms in industry, but the fareer 
believea in isw and order, courte snd keovernmments, free sreech 
and the ballottex. He ia against direct action and revolution. 
The farmer wili have great influence in restcring sanity and he 
is going to take a large part in relitics." (N. PL. L.) The 
editor cf a widely read dairy journal mabes the sare observations 
from a slightly different angle. "We ic not find thst farmers, 
a¢ & hele, view their present citustion sith great alarme nor 
are they greatly dieturbed. They, cf ccurse, arpreciate the 
present difficulties sith which they emt and these that may 
present themselves in the future. However, this is no more true 
of them than of other occupations. In cther words, we hold a 
rather ortisigtic view reint of the sclidarity ani nrogressive- 
nese of the dairy fsreera of the United Statea. They sre not 
going to te herded in 5 meee or etamreeded inte extreme radical 
action. They are conservative ky niture and will anslyse this 
thing pretty well before they take definite action.* (H. D.) - 
But rerhans the most significant indication is atated by a third 
jcurnalist, "Farmers are organizing, ae they have never orgunized 
tefore, for-defensive and offensive purreses. The purrose is 
to neet the challenge of the organized, unionized six hour chare.* 
This then is the place secigned te the furser in the new day 
by the Agricultural journsliate. The forces of agricultural 


education have come very close te the scil and ite husbandmen 
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the past few years. The men from the agricultural colleges and 
from the exzreriment atations have proved themselves on the 
whole to be level-headed in calculation and worthy cf the 
farmer's friendshir. They have seen and heard many thingo of 
nationsl impert as they have worked with one ear to the ground. 

The key nete is sounded by a County Commissioner of Schools 
from Michigan shen he sritea, "To those people that think that 
our country is going to the doge, I want to say that they can 
not prove their assertion". The farwer's problem ia primsrily an 
econouwic problem. Agriculture must produce a eufficient reward 
in deliare if sen sre te give their livee to the process of that 
business.It is scurcely necessary in these days to remind our- 
séives that “great values are found in peorie rather than in the 
processes by *hich they make 3 living". 48 a matter of fact the 
great migration towarde the industrial centers did not set in 
because cf lack of dollars tut tecause of the luck of those 
advantages and wechanicsl centrivances “hteh *ii11] make life in 
the country a¢ ¢njoysblie und eatisfying as life in the city. 

The farm home suet contain heusehold conveniences and radiate 
an atucarphere of love and inarniration that wil] inerire those 
qualities of cheracter in cur day that hsve produced in other 
days the statesmenshir and leadership for the guidance of cur 
national fortunes. Adversity cften produces character, but the 
luck of the comforts of life produce only disastisfacticn. 

Tie farmer's children must have the right to e sufficient 
education to enatie them to take their place in life en s plisin 
equal to their reera. At the rresert time tee and one haif 
times ss much ig being arent to educate the farmer ild ea is 


epent te educate the furmer‘s eon. But money is not the messaure 
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of an educstion. The rural achecl must have scientifically 
trained supervision and employ rurally winded teschers who shail 
be able to inspire farm toya and giris with the teeauty, nobility 
anc challenging character of their natura] heritage - life in 
the onen country. 

Then there must be eatablished between the farmer ang that 
corps of expert advisers frow the federal and etate departments 
of agriculture a close bend of fellowship in order that better 
methodeand a troad cutleok may be a rart of the fermer's sorking 
eapitsai continusliy. Then there “iil cone inte the country: 
syetems of magnificant drives and wagon waya, lovely farmetesde, 
acientifically tilled acres, a system cof credite and short tine 
loans, fscilities fer cclliective buying ang selling, knowledge 
ef the lass and of the meane cf esanitation, accesa to medicsi 
aid, an erertunity for travel and culture. In 4 “ord there muat 
be al st the disreaal of the farmer the meana of making the 
tusinses of farming pay, narely; better farm rractice, better 
furm business and tetter farm life. But woat cf ali the fsraer 
wante the two essentials of contentrent; the meane of owning and 
building 4 home ond leisure time te be used recreatively. 

Play ie not a child's pustine, it ie Nature's school of life 
in which she trains folke in the arte ef cooperation, the ecience 
ef enjoyment and the technique of gaining a liviiheod. Ban aust 
play eli if he would live well. Men must be sable to een their 
own homes if they sre to choos the wholeeomenesa cf country iife 
in preference to the distructiveneas of city iife. 

Theae facta eo triefly steted expreea the conviction of 


these people sho have perhare lived closer to the furmer and his 
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needs than any others. I wean the Fducutors, the representatives 
ef the derartmentse of Agriculture, the agricuitural colleges and 
the rural schools. The ieaven which these agricultural educators 
have been hiding in the life of agrarian Arerica has at last 
reached even to the brotherhood ef rural pastore and hae made 
them aware of facts and conditione the existance cf which they 
never before susrected. During the years that are past, the church 
grew to be an urban inetitution. This tae perhupe due te the fact 
thet the great truthe of Christianity were cast by its first 
theclogians in the terme of city life. The Apostl¢ Paul wae no 
lesa great on thet account but it remaine for Tural folk not so 
much to live by shat Paul taught but tc learn wha t Jesue did. 
The iiterature of the Bible, including the iife of Jesus, is the 
literature of a rural people. It reflects in ite aonge, ite 
proverbs and in the lives of ita atatessen the song cg bird, the 
habits of foxes, the herding of eheer and the husbandry of the 
Boil. The Levitiosl lave srrrosch a knowledge of scientific 
agriculture but recently attsised in cur day. 

The religicus movement these days is back to Jesus and, as 
must necegearily follow, tack to an emphasis uron the thige thut 
pertain to agriculture. "Regarding the present sorld crisis,® 
one religious leader decisire,#ith eufficient emphseie, "the 
Refcrwation vwaen't the ABC tc the present movement*. And he 
sensen again the $rofcuninese of the rresent iseue ween he 
cibtinues by eaying that:"Our chief bueinese is to build a seul, 
4 soul ia built by service*®. (Diehi) 

Recently some very significant events tock place in the 


religious *orid. Hitherto the Protestant mninietry has been educated 
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te meet city conditions. During the autumn of 1919 2 movement 
was started to wake a certuin widdle western eoliege the traine 
ing center for rural nssters. Does the esll of the Jand then 
have as chance to become eriritualized? Perhsrs the idess of one 
of the workers in the section of the middie west mentioned above 
may eerve to give seme light en that queetion. "Rural life is 
breaking down thru corditions for which the church is in rart 
reercneible. The rresent high cost of living is very iargely due 
to a partial breakdown in rural life. We ehall never settie 
permanently the high coset of living until we build 2 new rursj 
civilization. It cannot be ateted too frequently, now “ith too 
great emphasis, that we cannct haves 4 rorwanent civilization in 
Américs without cultured men and wormn on the farm; *%e cannot 
keer culturedmeen and woren en the form without saticfscteory 
gccisi, recrestions], educeticonsl, economic and religious con- 
ditions for the furner and hie fanily. The rural church must take 
uron hereelf the tack of building « civilization er fai] to ace 
complieh her miecion." Kichigan Farrer of Oct. 18, 1€18 -8. ¥%. 
Diehl. Sc long ae there are leatlere in the church tho see the 
iseue before the American recple 22 clearly aa does Dr. Diehi 
there ie a gocd chance cf a tright future for American Agriculture 
and for the Awerican nation. When aprly their religion te the 
everyday rrokiens of their life eo that they twa become one, 
their csveé cannot foil. "The earth is the Lerd‘a and the fuli- 
nese therecf and al] thet dwell therein.* "Ye all sre brothere 
ang ene is your father, even Ged." 

Ur to thie point the farcer and hie affairs heave been con- 
sidered from a purely acaderic reint cf vies. Hie Problem has 
been surveyed, his selfsre aclicited but hie cpinien uren hie 


own caece hee not teen conevlted. Men in other walke of life ar 
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thinking great ideais sow as they have ever been thinking them; 
but no man can have grest idecs and observe great princinles of 
conduct, arart from definitely particular rurpeses and have them 
count much in hugun affaira. "Insriratien withcut rersreration if 
dissipation." Enthusiaem uncarressed in deeda becomes aeceticion 
and the aan who participates in it growe te regard the world of 
teaming humanity with cold calculated deliteration; neutrsi, 
eptimistic. Men whose ideale have been recerded in hiatery are 
those wen who heve mad ther live ag a rart cf rarticular issues. 
Licyd George, 4 eympathizer «ith the commoncr because he wae one 
of them; Linccln, a liberstor because he knew the meaning of 
teoniage; Thomas Mott Osborn, the prisen reformer because he had 
first been a prisoner; these a]] are such. No less dcea the 
farmer insist uron the fundacentaluty cf this universal truth in 
its arplication to furm life. Perhape that ie why the farmer has 
finaliy come into the national arene to dirrect this o#n affairs. 
Whatever the cause, the facts are tefcre us. Thru the agency of 
the farw bureau the farmer ie at lset comig to hie own. The farm 
bureau for severs] years raat has teen recognized as the coordin- 
ating unit tetween the tate anc the naticonsi segricultursl exten= 
sion service and the recple on the fare. A parsagrarh from the tex+ 
of a little folder rubliehed in if]% is Weet Virginia will serve 
to illuetrate the important restion te shich this organisstion 
had attuined at that time. 

"The county farms buresu is «2 cocrerstive organization with a 
censtitution sand by-laws combinig the rural ccrrunity clube and 
epecia] home economics group into 4 county federttion, se as te 


eseist mest efficiently in the improvement cf the farms, the 
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homea, the churches ani the schcole. The form turesu ctands fer 
advancement in country life and orrogaee the things thst sre hare- 
ful.* 

Asong the events which during his life on this rlanet, Rave 
tefalien wan, there are sone few wheee significence to the race 
have not been diminished by the scretions cf tine. Some of these 
have been registered in dccuments of sore than paesing interest. 
The Hebrews Decalogue, the Magna Carta, the Declaration of Indere 
endence, the platform of the British Laber Party; theese sre the 
bill of rights ef humanity. Into their body hae been written 
another paragraph. It ies the Conetitution of the Awerican Farm 
Buresu Federation. 

On November 13, 1f16, this federsticn ststed ite right of 
existance in the second articie ef ite Constitution. "The cbhiecte 
ef this crgsnization shall be te correlate and strengthen the 
etate fare bureaue and eimiler etste organizations of farmere of 
the several etates in 2 natienal federation to rronete, protect 
and represent the business, economic, social and educational 
intereste of the furrere cf the nation and te develone agricul- 
ture.* Wath this as a subjective statement of the rurreses cf 
the fsrmere, it may not te cut of place te interject an objective 
etsterent of the same purrese by & rerresentative cf the governe 
ment agencies wheee educational work has finally been registered 
in such sn epoch making etatexent. A atatewent of rurré€se by 
Profesecr Deight Sanderecn of the Agricultural] Extension fervice 
of Cornell] University follows: "Coarerstive extension ecrk in 


agricuiture and hows eccnomice is now organized thrucut the 
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United States forme & new institution cf denccracy for promote 
ing the highest efficierncg in agriculture ond howe econenice 
tiru the use of the test wéethode discovered by ecierce and 
human exnerience.It ie democratic in that its program of work is 
iargéeiy determined ty the farm people of the icenl comsunity. 

It is ccorerative in that the lees] organisation ia surrerted by 
the National, State and County Governwente in the exrboyment 
and eupervieicn of agents, sho ty technical training and exper- 
ience are qualified te direct ita activities. These agenta tring 
to farm recrle not only the lateet reguits of the invéeetigsations 
snd eaperimentse of ecience, tut the best methods cf theese sho 
have beer mont succeneful in fareing and hone-raking. Such new 
and bettersethods of cror snd snimal production sna of home 
Banagement sre introduced net merely by printed or apoken utter= 
ances, but sre rut inte actual creraticn on e few farms in each 
community, se thst practics] Jeronstratione cof their value sre 
made under erdinary furm ccnditicne.These demonstrzaticne are 
fade ty public sririted farzsere ani farm semen whe desire to 
eupleoy ani to try cut the best methods in their oan scrk and to 
tring the results to the attention of their neighbora in the 
interest of the comeen good. Therefcre, as extension *ork develops 
it ie incresesingly carried on ty the recple themselves sith the 
employed extension agents 2s their agents in its organisation 
and supervision." And what is the meaning of this thing which is 
taking place in eur widest ec uncbtrurively that we sre ecercely 
aware of its rresence? Thcse who hive tret it to pass st:ted 


their view cf the significance of the soverent in the hour of its 
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insertion. Representatives of thirty-cne states gathered et 
Chicago with but one purpose. They “ere uneverving in the quest 
of that one thing for which they wer sesembled. They were bold 
in their attack uron their problems but sympathetically consid- 
erate of a1] effected. They refused to be corrurted by psrlia-e 
mentary formality or ty claes interests. Their object was one. 
They cared not steut honore. They insisted on the exercise of 
good judgement, the expreseion of experience cnly and a therce 
geing fairness of oren discussion and proceedure that some other 
legislative bedies in the United States st iesst might take note’ 
of. 

Heretcfore farmers have not taken the initiative but have 
permitted big businees to direct their sffeire. The time has now 
come shen thet is neo longer true, for farrere now prenese te 
direct their own affairs secoding to the best tusiness rrincirles 
known. The farmer wil] organize 20 thoaroly se lsber haa beer 
organized and for the same purposes. The farmer is a nisin end 

patriotic man. Hitherto the Nsticr hee not bad the advantage of 
hie aseertive, conetructive and sane thinking. The aggrarian 
interest cf the nation are large ana veried, extending into 
every ecrner shere men work and live. Not cnly #i1] organided 
agriculture contribute te farning but to the work of the entire 
_fhation se such. The fsrmere of Awerics are thinking in ¥erlc 
terma. What ie next needed ie a general camraign to inform the 
ccuntry of the troblem which the farmer is facing. Secondly 
there wust be generated a ayspathy betseen the city and country 


in regard ts the several problems of seach, and finally there 
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nust come a declaration tc the world of the philogerhy of 
farming namely, "an honest day's leteor fur an honest day's puy®. 
The vision of crganized agricuiture is broad and sholescave. 

That visicn ie not cne cf money but cf service. 

The apeechesr upon the floor of the organization convention 
ingrired the confidence of those whe jock for an equitable ade 
juetwent of human interests and conditiona in sAsrica. These 
probleme were approached with frank and open inde. The clarity 
ef thot cn the purt of the leading farmers in the United States 
is *¢€]1]1 illustrated by the following excerrts from epeeches 
made at the convention. 

"“This ie one of the biggest movements ever Isunched in this 
country", oaid F. B. Harrie cf Champaigne, Iliineis. "It is 
founded on 2 zgound besis - the county farm bureaus. The key note 
must be sound Americnniam. Fe sust hove the courage of cur cone 
victionge and while we will ai} work for the good of agriculture, 
we suet keer in mind at the esse time the interest cf the entire 
nation. * 


*f¢ fundamental purroze cf a nsetionsal] farm burenu fedesttion 
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ae I see it, is to take both oarital anc labor ty the seat o 
their pante and the nsre or their nech and crack their hesde 
together so they will learn 2 littie sense", enid X. Cavernc, 

of Rew Madrid County, Vieeocuri. "I den't mean by thie thst se 
ar@igoing te fight csrital and isber. We want te get along with 
all of them 23] of the time if rposeible. Eut the way thet cape 
ital and laber have been acting for the past few yeare convinces 
me thet they suet be taught a geod leseon, and there is nobouy 


in the country etrots ereugh to dc the teaching except the 
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organized farmers. There will be plenty of cceasien for us to 
get together sith caritsi snd labor, teik things overrsppromate 
better understanding and ali that. But when farmers are properly 
organized they #i11 weet with carital und labor, and both the 
latter till turn to the farmers because everything begins on the 
farm. That ie when the spenking will have te be done, and we 
Wiii have a better nation for having it done." 
ss" Farmers a8 4 Ciass sre conservstive and level hesded, and it 
ia my belief that the Farm Bureau movenent will never be doninated 
by radicals", said 0. FE. Bradfute, President of the Chio Karm 
Bureau Federation. "I believe that the national crganization of 
farmere #it] be a etabilizing influence in the councils of the 
nation st thie time cf industiral and economic unreet. It is to 
cur interest to see thst the representatives of organized sagri- 
culture ehajl] not make @ntangling alliances sith any other powe 
erful grcup or classe. Such a eaten would haerer agriculture to s 
pericus extent. Farxere sust attack their csn rroblemes and not 
Bilow the poser which is potentially theilre to be used te advance 
the cause cf some other grour that is interested in agriculture 
merely for shat it can get cut cf it.* 

"There sre sc wany big thinge fgr a nationsl organisation of 
farmers to do that it ie really hard fer a san to grasp how 
jarge the task is going to te", said Er. Hewerd cf Clexente, 
Iowa. "It 32 hard even to kno® what will comprise the first 
major activities. ® 

"Just at preeent, I think legistative aatters could well occupy 
& lerge part cf our sttention. During the sar and ite ecnst= 


quent readjuctment, many injustices were dene to agriculture. 
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Take for example the daylight eaving law. It was s grogse piece 
of follishness enscted into law in the name of efficiency. It 
would be a jaw cf theland had it not been for the esphetic 
protest of the Farm Bureau Federations and other farm organiza= 
tions. Not cnly sre there lass on the statute books of states 
and nation which need changing, but there sre constantly coming 
up & bost of new lewe which should be ingerected for sn cunce of 
prevention is sorth 2 pound of cure. 

"Next on the pregram eericus attention should be given to 
Queetiona relating to securing feir pricee for fare rroducts. 
Marketing questione are much wore fundamental in their seore and 
importance than legislative tut it takes jJonger te perfect rete 
edies. Farwers in lows are trexnengoully interested in the pose 
gibilities ef following their grsin thru the terminal markets. 
Our cocrerative elevators are taking up the slack at hone, but 
that ic insufficient if the grest tersinal #arkets cf centrolied. 
We are gcing to investigate the oreratiens cf the United Grain 
Growers of Ceneda, =he have attezrpted tc solve this questicn. 

"There are cther great questicne cial phos ettention - live} 
stock markets and pscker regulsticn, farn finsncing, sclution of 
the lende ownershrp question, further gevelorweht cf local 
cooperative societies for eelling miner farm rroducta like 
butter, eggs, etc., develomment of better agencies for tyying 
things needed on the farm. There are sc many prokieme cf this 
character that it ie hard te name all of theg, ta say nothing 
ef anzlyeing them. 1 firmly believe that the fara buresu feder- 


ation can euccsed in doing these things.* 
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*It is cur duty in cresting thie organization to avoid any 
pelicy that would align organized fermere with the radicsis ef 
other organizations,® esid Harvey J. Seonce, Prezident of the 
“Illinois Agriculture Association. "The policy sheula ke theroly 
Avericen in every reerect. A constructive organizaticn instead 
ef @ destructive crganization. We shall, organize net to fight 
anyone cr to antagonize, but te cccperate ond to censtruct, 
managing the affsire and bueineee of agriculture in 4 broad 
bueiness aanner fcllowing the rolicy thet acest of the ilis com 
plained of ty the individusl will dissrrecr then tusinese is 
done in business &% ys. 

*In order to do the bueiness inveived in a National] sgricule 
turaj] sesecistion, it will] be neceseacry that this asscciation 
ke recresented in every rplece where the business ef the farmer 
in teken into censidersticn. 

*The farmers have etood by the goverment at aj} times, have 
produced last year the greatest cror of agricultural rroducts 
that the world has ever known; eent a third of the men to 
France, and yet maintained rroducticn more than encugh te deed 
the acrid, yet todyy are taking 2 lower nrice for their rroducte 
and labor then any other class of pecrle under the sun. 

"The farmer is not a quitter like the Boston Police; he is net 
going te lie down cn the jot of furniehing food for thie country 
like the co2zl minere have, but wili do the beet he cus under the 
existing conditions to furnish ehough food fer hia fellow wen 
even if they do freeze. 

"This organization created ae it “iil be wili reach to the last 
wan in the industry end wil] be the west there cf any crganizatinon 


ubnthe history, the nationai furm burecu aasocistion, represente 
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ing the varicus state sececiationa. These state associations 
in turn representing the county form buresus wikhin the state, 
and the membershir cf the farm bureau is the farmer himeelf 
whe vrocuces the world'ta food rroductea. 

*The great idea should be te keer contre] ofsour food rroducte 
until they get much closer to the ultimate consumer than they do 
at the present time, thereby not only returning te ue a prefit on 
the article produced, but serving buranity in a more effieient 
wanrner ty giving the consumer an articie of quality at no ine 
creased cost. 

“IT hore the deliberations cf this body of men will be upon a 
ganc, rractical relicy, ateclutely devoid of radicalien in every 
fers; and that everyting that we shell do ¢h#]l be thoroly 
American." (The €pecial Convention Daily, issued by the Prairie 
Farner on November if, 1%, 14, 1919) 

Awerics neede Americans. That is the refrain thet sounde 
adown the whole gamut cf events which have filled the days aince 
Arnistice. Men crcssed on the bridge cf boate muttering between 
eet teeth, "thie suat never harren again". The gar is over tut 
our cause ia not yet aecure.

We deny to citizene ef a frée naticn- 
the right to cenfer, cries the United Eteter Steel Corporation. 

Be will naught with world reercnsibility etorme the august Senate. 
"My country right or srong® sffirme the daily rrese. Hae Prua- 
sianiem then changed ita stin fer the garb of Anericanien? From 


the least te the greatest we have sirned Before the white spitit 
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of dengoxaoy? be we etand there trembling and nbached we realize 
with no feeling cf credit to cureelves or te our intelectual 
capacities that, "the Jagst great battie far perretual peace will 
not te fought on Flanders fields but in the rinde cf ment® | 
Liberty exiets only in an stwosphere where human Jife is 
organized thru the operation cf heslthy huran judgement ana une 
hampered inquiry. It ie the office of literty to rreauce such a 
wholesome atmoophere., In « sceis] order euch ae exizts in the 
United States where public epinien ie the final standard by shich 
ali matters of state ani rublic selfere are tested, anything 
thet ecntributea te the formetion of that public opinon is of 
immeasurably imsense imrortance. In the complicates life which 
we live in theee days of “crld reistionshins it becomes innoesibie 
for any of us, to porese or ever hore to gain = firet hand 
knowledge of that is going on the #orld stout ue no mstter how 
vitally thoee events asy be bound up with cur cen destinies. 
During the var which ie even yet unsettled, cur libetty flea in 
the face of impending danger. 4s the nation sensed the decending 
catastrophy.

The rroblem ie not only greater than that 
but different. The sttesrt te draw fine dietincticone between

the reslly important thing ic te try end wake orinicn increasingly 
resronesible to the fucts.

# Common intellectus! sethod 2nd a common ares of valid fact, 
differences may tecome a forr of cooreration and cease to be

& cloud about the eize of 4 zan*s hend. The right of men to 
peacefully assemble and to discuss pro and con the breblems 
nearest their hearte haa never kecr seserted nore widely tran at 
the present time. The sonth cf December 19:9 «se such a wonth 
for corferences #0 Chicage has never Eefore knoen in “#11 her 
history. Wer sre not so blind to the issues at etake se sone 
would bave us believe. It is the seul of Americas thnt they seek 
£ 


to rescue from taint. Christian Democracy is the queet of the 


nour, and for such a cause there ete not a few reaiy te die. 
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When great interests sre at state the tiinge that unite humanity 
are more important than the thinge that divide them. There comes 
to us a note of reaesurance and then a triumphant blast, a 
challenge. Up frow the southern sister continent croone a soft 
vcice, eaying, “We have known that America wae intensely practe 
ical but we did not know tilj now that you were a reorle of great 
idesie". The challenge hes been flung down not tc Germany slone 
but te America, “Chcose ye this day between seifiehnesa and 
service". These are not fresh deeds xe see enzcted in the land 
today, they are but old deeds in & new guise. There comes 
filtering to conacicoucness in our moments of meditation memories 
of other daye and cther ecenes. There ia the one of the nobie 
Burke defending the rights of Aserican eclonists in the English 
Parliament. There is the anguish of the Aroadisns when they 

Were ecattered befcre the ruthleasnees of a cruel governor. There 
is the fist refuse] of lcysi eubjects cf Old Engiand to fight 
against their brothers in the rem land. There io the Boston 
Harter besrecked sith the essoks - a protest sgsinet a desrot's 
heartiesa averice. There are tie Heasian Hosta, hirlinge cf 4 
servile cing. And as theee rictures rioe egnin fram cut the past 
the grand orcheatra of human hearts scbe cut that old refrain, 
"When in the course of huean evente, it becomes neeeseary*. Ah 
yes thst ia it. *#e hold these trutha te te self evident: that 
ali wen are crested equal; that they ere endosed by their Creator 
with oertain inalianskle righta; that avong ‘hese are iifg, 
literty; and the pereuit of happinese."
